Section 47. In all cases where a Division, Brigade, or 
Regimental Court of Inquiry may be ordered/ to examine into 
the nature of any accusation or imputation against a commis- 
sioned officer, the court shall consist of at least three, and not 
more than five members, the eldest and highest in rank of 
whon) present shall preside. They shall appoint some suita- 
ble person as Recorder, to reduce the evidence and proceed* 
ings to writing; but they shall not give their opinion on the 
merits of the case, unless they be thereto specially required 
by the officer ordering the court. These courts shall have 
power to summons witnesses, and examine them on oath. The 
patty accused shall also be permitted to cross examine and in* 
tcrrbgate the witnesses, so as to investigate fully the accusa* 
tion in question. The proceedings of all Courts of Inquiry, 
and of Courts Martial, shall be authenticated by the signature 
of the president, and Recorder or Judge Advocate, and tt> be 
delivered to the officer ordering the same. 
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Section 48. The Governor and Commander-in chief, for 
the time being, shall have power, whenever he deems it ne- 
cessary, to call into the service of this State, any number of the' 
militia that he may deem expedient and necessary; and a tour 
of duty, when employed in the service of this State, shall be esti- 
mated at thirty days, from the day of rendezvous; and no mili- 
tia man shall be compelled to serve for a period of more than 
one hundred and twenty days in succession. When called in- 
to the service of the United States, each militia man or corps, 
shall receive a credit for a tour of duty for every thirty days 
he may serve: Provided^ In every case the service shall have 
been rendered. And whenever detachments shall be made 
from this State, for the service of the United States, they shall 
be made agreeably to -the acts of Congress, then in force, tak- 
ing into view the time, the rank, and the number of officers, to 
the number of men required,; and if, at any time, different re- 
gulations shall be made by Congress, requiring divisions, brig- 
ades, regiments, battalions, and companies, to correspond 
with the organization o( the armies of the United States, the 
Governor shall, and he is hereby authorized to conform to 
such regulationsiy by the appointment, if necessai^, of such ad- 
ditional officers or otherwise, agreeably to the laws regulating 
the inilitia of this State, and the militia and armies of the 
United States. 

Section 49. It shall be the duty of the Governor, when 
requisitions are made on the militia of this State, by the Pre- 
sident of the United Slates, or by any officer authorized to 
make the same, for the service of the United States, to cause 
the Adjutant General to detail the general and field officers, from ^ 
among such officers in commission, as the interest of the service 
may require: Provided^ The Governor shall have the -power 
to appoint any fit person to command the detachment, without 
being confined to the officers iu commission; and in making 
such appointments, he shall be governed by the laws and con- 
stitution of this State, and of the United States. 

Section 50. The Governor and Commander-in-chief shall, 
and he is hereby authorized, in all cases of calls on the militia, 
for the service of this State, or of the United States, either by 
drafts or volunteers, to order into the service, the whole, or any 
part of the volunteer corps of this State, whether artillery, 
cavalry, light infantry, or riflenrujn, by corps, or companies, as 
such, if -such troops are required, or will be received; but if 
not, they shall be detailed to serve as infantry of the line: Pro- 
t>iaf(?d, That when requisitions for troops are made, for the ser- 
vice of the United States, any of the volunteer corps may be 
attached to. any division,, brigade, or regiment, in such manner 
as the Governor may direct; but if such company shall not 
have a sufficient number of men for duty, so as to complete the 
number required by act of Congress for a company, uien, atid 
Id that case, the Governor shall attach another light compaBj, 
•o M to complete the same, with a due proportion ol officen 
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from each company, as near as may be ;. and tiie number of lfi37. 
officers, non-commissioned officers^ musicians, and privates, de- • . ■

Preamble and Resolutions upon the. subject of the Tobacco Trade. 

Whereas^ it is the duty of the National Government, in its intercourse 
with foreign powers, to secuic to the citizens of the United States, all rea- 
sonable advantages and facilities, which may be afforded by foreign markets, 
/or the sale and disposal of their several productions exported forsaid markets. 
And whereas^ the planters of this State are in a very great measure dependant 
upon the consumption of other- countries, for the price and disposal of their 
tobacco; and although, the population of these countries have greatly in- 
creased, and is still rapidly increasing, yet the average export of tobacco 
from the United States annually, does not far exceed what it was forty years 
ago; which is, for the most part, attributable to4he unreasonable restrictions 
imposed upon the tobacco trade, by other nations, and particularly to the 
enormous duty, amounting alrriost or quite to prohibition, laid by the gov^ 
emment of Great Britain, to the govermental monopoly of Spain and 
Fjnwce^ and the exorbitant duty exacted by Russia, and the German States; 
the United States admit into her ports, at moderate and reduced duties, 
silks, wines, brandys, and many other articles of luxury, which can certain- 
, ly have no greater claim upon the favor of our government, than the article 
of tobacco has upon that of other nations, yet this product, although identi* 
fied with the interest of a very large and respectable portion of the farmers 
of the country, and subject to the most ruinous fluctuations and depressions 
in its market prices, has not, it seems, attracted the attention of our minis- 
^;ers abroad, nor received from the govermcnt that fostering care, which its 
■ftnjportatice as an article of commerce demands; these farmers paying their 
tlUe pi'oportion of duties levied upon importations, while their own staple is 
mthout protection; the price of that staple, like every other article of trade, 
li i^galated by the demand for It, and that demand is proportionate to the 
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qofliliity comumed^ ^ the qoantitj coniuindl becomes Hiitfte^, the demand 
decreases, and the prices wliieh the producer receives, are diminished; so 
mi expansion of the one, is sure to be followed by a corresponding expan- 
sion of the others; prohibitory duties on the part of one nation, prevent any 
consumption whatever by its citizens; excessive duties or duties merely res- 
trictive, while they admit the article into the port^ of that power by which 
they are levied, forbid the consumption of the product to a large part of 
the population, only permitting it to those whose wealth enables them to 
pay the price of the article "with a duty which often exceeds that pricey in 
the latter case, in proportion as the duty is reduced, will the ability of con- 
sumers to jpurchase, and the quantity consumed, be increased, and a like in-, 
crease in the prices of the article must follow; to effect this reduction of du- 
ties, and the relaxation of other, restrictions upon the tobacco trade, the Le- 
gislature of Kentucky have and claim no power, being sufficiently aw<ire 
.Siatitis vested in the Federal Authorities; but, they conceive that it is nothing 
but Justice to that highly respectable- and useful class of citizens^ whose in- 
terest is involved, and due to that reciprocity of trade and commercial reg- 
.ulation which should exist between nations, pursuing an enlightened and 
liberal policy in the exchange of their mutual productions, that the atten- 
.lioii of these Federal Authorities should be earnesiy and respectfully invi- 
ted to this subject-^-Therefore, 

Be it resolved hy the General Assembly of the C^mmonwealih of KentuJcy^ 
That his Excellency, the President of the United States, be respectfully re- 
quested (if in his opinion not incompatible with the pnblic interest,) to in- 
struct the public ministers of the United States, resident abroad, to urge 
upon those powers io which they may be delegated, the propriety of admit-* 
ting tobacco into their several ports, upon terms more favorably than those 
at present extended to that commodity. 

Revived further^ That our Senators and Representatives in Congress, (in 
the event that legislation upon the subject shall become necessary, or prop-
